This documentary profiles Iranian coverage by reporter Jane Kokan as she secret films
and records interview detailing the systematic torture and execution of students opposed
to the current regime.

AMERICAN EXPERIENCE “REVOLUTION”

This two-part series, narrated by Dion Graham, documents how America grapples to
rebuild itself after the Civil War. The first episode explores the revolution taking place in
the South as former slaves attempt to take control of their lives and the introduction of
Radical Reconstruction passed by Congress. The concluding episodes examines the
effects or Radical Reconstruction, the world’s first large-scale experiment in interracial
democracy that sweeps the South, and how it has laid the foundation for the great Civil
Rights movement of the 1950s and the 1960s.
